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A 600D SUGGESTION.
There is a recommendation in the
report of the grand jury that we
think should be heeded and adopted.
It is in relation to the county jail

which the jory recsmmends should a

ba abolished as & pricon or place of
confinement for criminals, for the
rensonssel forth: ¥The jail beipng
in the bssement of the Couoniy
Court House we find the walls and
floors damp, some of the cells badly
ventilated, and the pluce filthy
beyond deecription. The prisoners’
beds, composed of ticking filled with
siraw, being damp and mouldy from
coming in contact with the stons
floors, would be gufiicient to destroy
health, and make the lives of the
unforfunate occopants miserable
while there.” We cannot recall how
many grand juries have presented
similar reports as to the institution
mentioned, but if any who inspected
the place reported otherwise we
must have overlooked the paper.
And what makes the matter im.
portant is the fact that the reports
are not made from vindictive
motives or maliclomly. The jail is
an unfit place in which to confine a
human bsing and ought not to be
used for prison purposes. This con~
dition is nos the fanlt cf the jailor,
nor of any person connected with
the institution; but is the fault of
the location and the building, If is
impossible o make the place wholes
Seme and a {it habitation for
man,! even for brief periods.
We belisve the prison has been
kept as well as it conld be under the
gircumstances, and all that could
reasonably be done has been done
for the health and comfort of the
unrortunate inmates. If it be
necessary for the county to haves
jail—and it seems to ba necessary—
it should erect one that will bea
credit to the moat populous and
richest county in the Territory.

GOVEH ON MORMONISM,

Utah is a land, for ita opportunities,
equaled by none in material wealth,
Wha' wonld a sane man think cf &
man who conll publicly declare he
would rather see the broad, fertiie,
pleasant and productive valleys of
this Territory a sagebrush waste, ils
mizes a thing unkoown, ils manu.

Whatever else Mr. Googh
may be, he i8 certainly nat a Chrls-
tiapn nor a sta'esman.

INSANE ASYLUM.
In the prelim'nary report of the
grand jury ss published in Sator-
day’s issue of THE HERALD, 8ppears
the follow#ing in that part of the
document referring to the visit to
Dr. Young s insane asylum:

The grandjury are of opinion that
with the incressing population of tbis
Territory and the present crowded con-
dition of the asylum, it would bs ad-
visable for the proper Territorial officials
to erect & building more suitable for an
saylum, and in sccordance with similsr
lnn:tut:ou in the east, embracing =ll
desirable modern improvements.

Can it be that the gentlemen of
the jury have been Rip Van Wink-
ling these four years and longer?
Why have the Legislative Assembly
at their sessions made handsome ap-
propriations for the erection of an
insape asylum? What were the
jurymen doing during the long and
animated discusslon as to the
proper site for the institution?
What §were the gentlemen doing
when the newspapers were publish~
ing accounts of the awarding of con=
tracts, and subsequently printing
desoriptions of the building? There
is & painful suggestion in the recom-
mendation of the jurymen that the
gentlemen bave been dozing; if is
hoped that sall their work will not
bear out this supposition.

In case the jurors have not yet
learned the facts, THE HERALD will
inform the geatlemen that the
asylam visited by ‘hem isa private
institutien, being the individual
property of Dr. Young, and is mans
aged and masintsined by bim, he
accepting petients upsn ench terms
ss he may make wilh their guar-
dians, connty or vity authorities. The
Territary has for over three years
been building A magaificeni asylam
for the inaane, ene sectien of which
is upproasbing & wendition when it
can be coswpied; snd i. mi ht as
well be here giaited that the place
will be previded with the latest of
moders improvemsnts.
